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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the prior office action. 
Particularly, Baltes teach a general method for isomerizing unconjugated polyunsaturated fatty acid to conjugated polyunsaturated fatty 
acid. See, particularly, the claims, the cited utilities of the products are merely examples. There is no indication that the claimed method 
may not produce product for other purposes. In fact, Baltes state: "this invention is not limited to the materials, steps, conditions and other 
details specifically described above and can be carried out with various modifications, Thus, it will be understood that the process of this 
invention is broadly applicable to any unconjugated polyethenoid acid compounds and products containing them." (column 8, lines 21-50). 
As discussed in the prior office action, at the time the claimed invention was made, it is prima facie obvious to employ such method to 
produce food grade conjugated linoleic acid. . 
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
